PROBLEM: 


To determine Committee action necessary to fulfill the USIB charge to the 
Committee to study security aspects of certain telemetry within the ELINT 
system. 


DISCUSS ION: 

The Chairman introduced [IE Coetrnas of the USIB Security 
Committee, who had been invited to participate in discussion of this item. He 
also read a memorandum which had been circulated to Chairmen of USIB Committees 


requesting coordination on security matters with the Security Committee, and 
providing for information copies to that Committee of pertinent corre spondence. 


At 1015 the Chairman called an Executive Session during which the NSA 
Member discussed certain technical matters. 


With resumption of the full meeting at 1035, the Chairman suggested that 
the Committee appoint a working group to proceed with the problem. This was 
agreed and it was decided that such a sub-committee would be chaired by NSA, 
(Specific names will be reported in Secretary's Notes upon receipt.) 


eae asked for his views on the problem and he outlined 

the views of his Committee, The Security Committee is working at the problem 
from the point of view of DCID 11/2, by trying to isolate really critical 
material in order to balance out the sensitivity of the sources and useful- 
ness of the information. 


The Chairman indicated that the results produced by the ad hoc group 
would be fully coordinated with the Security Committee.
